The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A motor 
speed or torque control using PWM driver or square-wave driver, or switching between 
PWM driver and square-wave driver is prior art, such as JP Publication 2004-072954; 
USPN 4377779; USPN 4926104. However, no prior art teaches a motor speed control 
having a switching step between PWM mode and square-wave mode to include a 
voltage control of a power generator during the transition of the switching step.
